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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 
With entry of the amendment, claims 2, 4, 18, 20 and 22 are pending in this 
application. Claim 3 is canceled and claims 2 and 4 are amended as set forth in detail herein. 
Claims 1, 5-17, 19 and 21 were previously canceled. No new matter is added. Applicant 
reserves the right to pursue any canceled subject matter in a related, co-pending application. In 
view of the these amendments and the remarks below, reconsideration of the application is 
respectfully requested. 

Claim Amendments 

Applicant has amended independent claim 2 to incorporate the element of claim 
4, in part. Accordingly, claim 4 has been amended to delete the element incorporated in claim 2. 

These amendments are made for purposes of expediting prosecution of the instant 
application and should not be construed as agreement with or acquiescence to any rejection. 

Claim Reiections Under 35 U.S.C. S 112. first paragraph 

Claims 2, 18, 20 and 22 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, as 
allegedly failing to comply with the written description requirement. The Examiner states that 
the claims are rejected for reasons or record, but limited to the recitation in claim 2 of the phrase, 
"detecting a suppressive effect on Alzheimer's Disease due to the expression of a nucleic acid of 
the library." 

Applicants respectfully submit that claim 2 is now distinguished by incorporation 
of the element from claim 4. Namely, claim 2 now specifies that suppressive effect is a 
suppression of cell death. The rejection was not applied to previous claim 4. Accordingly, the 
rejection does not apply to claim 2 as now amended and claims 18, 20 and 22 which depend 
from claim 2. 

Therefore, for at least the reasons above, the presently amended claims comply 
with the written description requirement imder 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph. Withdrawal of 
the present rejection is respectfully requested.
